The United States flatly say s 
the Bolivian cou p was linked with 
a “general eu b versive movement” 
to u ndermine the AlMed war effort 
in this hemisphere. 
One of

United States and Britain on the 
qu estion. 
There is a school which ha» 
thou ght that b ecau se of American 
and British rivalry for Sou th Amer­ 
ican trade these two great powers 
might not stand together on politi­ 
cal Issu es of the western hemis­ 
phere—that Britain alway s wou ld 
b e open for Sou th American trade 
even If the United States was not. 
TH.\T’S an argu ment not fou nded 
on sou nd reasoning. One point 
on which Britain and the United 
States cannot differ is the danger 
of Nazism and Fascism to demo­ 
cracy and religion. 
The Allies aren’t going to extend 
themselves to the limit to u proot 
these l&ms and destroy them in 
the Axis cou ntries and then over­ 
look them in other parts of the 
world. 
Thu s those cou ntries which now 
give aid and comfort to the Axis 
are b u ilding on shifting sands. 
The Axis noon will disappear 
from the face of the earth and its 
friends cannot expect then to b e 
received with open arms b y the 
United Nations which have stood 
together to destroy it. To the vic­ 
tors b elong the spoils.

Jan, 24—(De­ 
lay ed )--In a cold-b looded attack 
far ou tside the Invasion tone, Ger­ 
man b omb ers sank a hospital ship 
today and made a direct hit and 
near misses on two others. 
Swift rescu e work Is b elieved 
to have held losses of lives com­ 
paratively light. 
The attack was delivered short­ 
ly after dark. Su rvivors said the 
three hospital ships were at least 
10 miles from the zone where 
Allied warships and landing craft 
were located. All three ships were 
painted 
white 
and 
large 
red 
crosses on their sides and all were 
lighted fu lly . 
Five American nu rses attached 
to su rgery teams were ab oard and 
ail were saved and u ninju red. 
“The Germans lighted the skies 
for miles arou nd with flares,” one 
of the nu rses said. “We b eard anti­ 
aircraft fire from other ships b u t 
we never dreamed the b omb ers 
wou ld attack u s. We had steaoMd 
well ou t to sea b y that time and 
no warships or any other ships 
were near u s.” 
“It wasn’t an accident b ecau se 
they dive-b omb ed u s not once b u t 
several times,” a su rvivor said. “It 
was a clear night and the ships 
were easily Identifiab le with their 
own lights and the glow from the 
flares.” 
The doomed hospital ship sank 
within six minu tes.

INSIDE NAZI EUROPE. Dec. 23—(Delay ed)—This is the story of 
a <me-way b omb ing mloslon to Berlin, my panmb nte ju mp from an 
aerial b onfire in a flak-fiiled sky down toward the b u rning city and 
the acUtm wb lcb followed. 
It b egins at an R.A.F. Lancaster b omb er tmse In the Midlands 
region of England the afternoon of Dec. 2. It ende—for the time b eing 
—with my esesfpe from a war prisoners* camp in (jernMu ny . 
At the aformnentitmed b ase, I wae au igned to one of the fou r- 
engined b omb ers to ride as an ob server on the next heavy night 
atta<^ OB the OMnaae capital. 


We were b riefed du ring the afternoon and took off toward the 
dy ing winter su n. 
I b ad tnopected ou r two-ton b lock4)U8ter and hu ndreds of phos­ 
phorou s incendiariM crammed Into the b elly ot the b omb -b ay b efore 
ou r take-off. so I b reathed wwliy only after we b ad cleared the ru n­ 
way and were wheeling and climb ing sou theastward, setting ou r 
cou rse toward the heart of Nazi Germany . 
The first Nazi defenses were encou ntered ju st off Ihe Du tch coast, 
after an hou r of eventlesa fly ing. 
Ahead of u s, flak spattered and speckled the darkened sky , b u t 
ou r pilot reassu red this worried reporter: 
"ThiU’s nothing—watt u ntil we get to the b ig city .” 
Ou r stream of b omb ers thickened as we penetrated deeper Into 
enemy territory . A sharp lookou t b ad to b e kept on the scores of 
planes which swept along b elow and on b oth sides of u s. 
Near Hannover, .searchlights b y tha hu ndreds aimed straight u p 
and motionleas illu minated the clou d b eneath u s into a thick white 
b tenket. 
’’That’s so we are ailb ou etted agalnet the light for the night 
fightera ab ove u s.” waa the pilot’s du b iou s reassu rance this time.

ARGENTINA’S action In sever 
ing relations 
with Germany 
and Japan is a happy development 
for the United Nations, since it is 
a step in the direction of closing 
the dangerous breach in the anti 
Axis front of the western hernia 
phere. 
The next vital step is for all 
k the nations of North and South 
America to join hands in a ruth­ 
less housecleaning of subversive 
interests which are in the employ 
of Hitler and his gang. 
Should the great nation of Ar­ 
gentina feel able to give full co 
operation in this work, it will as 
sure the success which thus far 
has eluded the Allies in their ef­ 
forts to exterminate the Hitlerian 
and Japanese agents in this hernia- 
t phere.

FROM the military 
standpoint 
things go well for the Allies

In fact, the results of the pres­ 
ent poll show Gov. Dewey a rather 
heavy favorite among Wisconsin 
Republicans as of today. He wins 
twice as many votes in the pres­ 
ent poll as the next highest choice, 
Wendell Willkie.

The war was settled by the Treaty of Riga In 
9 21. Poland, basing its claims on the Polish 
rontler as it has existed in 1772, took about one 
ourth of the territory k nown as White Russia.

iljIT H the wpetem AJlies at the 
V\ gates of Rome, with the Rus­ 
sian armies already beyond the 
pre-war Polish boundary and with 
the invasion of France being pre­ 
pared, we find ourselves in urgent 
need of an Italian, a Polish and a 
French goverament which we can 
deal with and count upon. 
Whether we lik e to caM them 
"goverimiente" or “provisional gov­ 
ernments” or "national aulhoritiea" 
is a matter of the foim rather than 
of the substance. 
What we need is a governing 
power, which can rally the resist­ 
ance behind the German lines, can 
maintain order behind our armies, 
can participate la the enforcement 
of the armistice that is to be Im­ 
posed on Germany and can man­ 
age the transition from war to 
peace. 
Moreover, 
until 
these govern­ 
ments are constituted and recog­ 
nised, we merely are beating our 
breasts when we ask for a United 
Natione organization to deal collec­ 
tively with the unsettled problems 
of Europe. 
For 
without 
governments 
to 
speak for them and to commit 
them, al! the nations cannot act 
together because so many of them 
cannot act at ail. 
Now at the present time the 
Americana and the British have not 
recognized a French government. 
Yet the French national commit­ 
tee actually is governing the sec­ 
ond largest colonial empire in the 
world and, withoiii any remaining 
doubt whatever, commands the al­ 
legiance of those Frenchmen who 
will risk their lives to heip us 
when we land in France. 
ON the other hand, we have rec­ 
ognized an Hallan government 
—that of King Vittorio Emanuele 
and 
Marshal 
Badogllo — which 
under our protection governs feeb­ 
ly one or two back ward provinces 
but has faile<l to rally the organ­ 
ised Italian resistance against Fas­ 
cism and against Germapy. 
And in eastern Europe we have 
under our diplomatic protection a 
Polish government which, as it 
now Is constituted, the Russians 
will not. recognize. 
It is evident that our stock for­ 
mula about letting each people 
choose freely its own government 
when the* war is over Is quite In- 
flufflclent. It is Just a fonmila for 
not having to think .

Clearly here is a general prob­ 
lem—-since in different forms the 
three great powers face it not only 
In regard to France, Poland and 
Italy hut also in regard to Yugo­ 
slavia and Greece and later they 
will face it In regard to Rumania. 
Hungary,

Finland. 
What. then, should be the stand­ 
ards of Judgment by which we de­ 
cide the recognition of govern­ 
ments?

In 
ether words, by whether they give 
good evidence for believing that 
they can deliver the goods.

tha t goods? The capacity to 
organize the utmost resisi- 


ance to the enemy, the capacity to 
unite their people ' so that there 
shall not be civil war. the capacity 
to liquidate quick ly and in orderly 
and thorough fashion the Quisling 
elements In their territory, the ca- 
pecity to organize the machinery 
for consulting their people and ob­ 
taining their consent, the capacity 
to mak e commitments now which 
their nations 
srlll 
honor about 
th'we initial settlements with Ger­ 
many which must be decided be­ 
fore the war ends. 
By these standards the present 
Italian government is quite unsat­ 
isfactory, and therefore, not later 
than our entry Into Rome the Ital­ 
ian government will have to be re­ 
constituted. 
By these same standards, the 
French committee Is entitled, W'haf- 
ever the Juridical formula, to rec­ 
ognition. 
The Polhdi government Is un­ 
happily not at present in this posi­ 
tion. and only by reaching an agree­ 
ment with Russia can Poland be 
re-estabilshed. 
The inexorable fact is that Po­ 
land can be liberated from the Ger­ 
man occupation only by the Red 
army and only by the subsequent 
withdrawal of the Red army can 
Polish Indep-^ndence be restored. 
The r e is no way out of the im­ 
passe of Russian PoHsh rela­ 
tions except by recognizing frank ly 
•hat an independent Poland can he 
restored only if it is allied with 
Kuk sia. 
The proof is in this unalterable 
circtimstance' 
Poland 
can 
live 
without the territory east of the 
Curzon line. Poland cannot live 
without access to the sea. 
There is oniy one way that Po­ 
land can obtain access to the sea. 
That is by annexing what the Ger­ 
mans consider German territory. 
If Poland annexes such territory, 
then Poland must be wble to de­ 
fend It. 
Poland alone cannot defend its 
western borders against Germany. 
Only 
Russia 
can 
defend 
them. 
Therefore Poland muat come to 
terms with Russia. 
This is the way things are and 
there is no use pretending that we 
can mak e them different by talk ­ 
ing big and mak ing threats at the 
Russians. 
They have power and the pri­ 
mary responsibility in that part of 
the worhl as we have in regard to 
whether we will deal with the pres­ 
ent Bolivian government. 
It is, therefore, the vital inter­ 
est of Poland, and of the whole 
cause, that a way be found by 
which the Polish government can 
become oapable of settling with 
Russia. 
One more point should be noted: 
It Is a good thing, not a had one, 
that these questions should con­ 
front us now rather than after 
hostilities cease.

months off, there will come a peace 
story that will be the real thing, 
the news toward which most of the 
world has been look ing with long­ 
ing for more than four years. 
But before that day there prob­ 
ably will be scores, even hundreds, 
of reports of peace feelers, offers, 
negotiations which the reading pub­ 
lic must assay. 
Peace rumors 
will provide a 
steady overtone to the news of 
this last phase of the war, at times 
diverting the popular mind from 
the real theme.

Only patient, honest, enlightened 
statesmanship 
on 
the 
part 
of 
Nations leaders and an infornmi. 
intelligent sk epticism among their 
peoples can prevent this Nazi se>e- 
ret weapon from doing their cause 
far more harm than all the rock ­ 
et guns, atomic bombs and other 
fantastic machineiy of destruction 
with which Dr. Goebbels feeds the 
fading Nazi hopes. 


Not all the peace stories will be 
made of whole cloth. It Is Incon­ 
ceivable that Nazi Germany, faced 
by the prospect of catastrophic de­ 
feat, will not try every possible 
avenue of escape. The same is true 
of her satellites. 
It is safe assumption that every 
Axis embassy or legation in the 
few neutral capitals has elaborate 
Instructions not only for spreading 
false peace propaganda but also 
for probing for every slighteat 
opening for possible discussions of 
means of calling the whole terrible 
adventure off. The accredited dip­ 
lomats will be supplemented by 
a host of less formal envoys, osten­ 
sible 
journalists, 
businessmen, 
tourists. 
Some hints of these connlvlngs 
doubtless will become k nown and 
peace stories with some grain of 
truth be built upon them. 
But far the greater part of the 
peace nimors will be of enemy orig­ 
in, calculated to sow discord among 
the United States. Britain and Rus­ 
sia since Germany’s only hope of 
escaping utter disaster lies in the 
possibility of dividing the three 
great allies.

South America Arms For Peace 


The War’s Ov er Fo r Our Latin Neighbo rs As Threats Hav e Been Remo v ed 


By JACK STIN NETT 
IN the midst of a lot more sensa- 
sational home-front 
problems, 
it’s difficult to explain Just how vi­ 
tal the situation In Central and 
South America Is being considered 
here. 
Our 
“good 
neighbor 
policy”, 
built up through years of effort 
and 
expenditures 
running 
into 
the 
near-billions 
is 
threatened 
with collapse. 
The Bolivian revo­ 
lution was the first defection but 
it may not be the last. 
As a matter of fact, a high Brit­ 
ish official, who ask ed that bis 
name not he used, explained it 
this way In a private conversation 
the other day: 
The Bolivian revolution is Just 
the beginning and In a way it’s 
no more than preview of what’s 
brewing in the United States and 
other Allied Nations. 
In South America, peace has 
come. 
Let me mak e myself clear. 
A year or more ago. they consider­ 
ed themselves threatened by the 
Nazis on the east and the Japs on 
the west. 
'Those nations south of 
the Rio Grande that were finan­ 


cially and physically able made 
preparations to 
resist 
invasion. 
They were alarmed and solidarity 
with neighboring nations and unity 
within seemed their best protection. 
In the last year, and particu­ 
larly since we have mopped up 
North Africa, Sicily and southern 
Italy on one hand; aid eastern 
Ne ' Guinea, the Solomons and the 
Gilbert Islands on the otber, the 
war has receded from these shores. 
In Latin America, peace already 
is just around the corner and the 
minority groups or those out of 
power see no further oecessity for 
delaying action. 
To some extent, this same thing 
is manifest in your ow'u nation. 
Every major victory In the war 
brings forth new defections among 
minority groups. 
And I’m sad to 
say the same thing may occur in 
England just as soon as we have 
made successful advances toward 
establishing a western front in 
Europe.” 
TO some extent, this view throws 
a new light in the Latin Ameri­ 
can situation, but a none-the-Iess 


alarming one so far as western 
hemisphere solidarity is concerned. 
In our own nation, winning the 
war still is uppermost in must 
minds, but once the certainty of 
that victory is just over the next 
little hill, how are we going to 
feel politically about our leaders 
and 
sacrificial 
participations 
in 
world reconstruction? 
The answer to that question 
will clarify to some extent what 
has happened and may spread in 
Latin America. 
Washington ob­ 
servers who admit our failure to 
k eep Argentlnia and Bolivia close­ 
ly welded, are now worried about 
Chile, Peru and Paraguay. 
If the British official la right 
and 
the 
Bolivian revolution 
is 
merely a prelude to what may 
happen when peace comes, It’s 
time for drastic action now. 
The 
state department already has in­ 
dicated that it feels that way 
about it, but the Allied Nations 
can’t really move without a solid 
front composed of those western 
hemisphere nations who still are 
united in the idea of world peace 
forever. 
How Our Ships Are Used 
A GLOBAL war dispersed over 
five 
continents 
means 
that 
every factor of weight, distance and 
hazard muat be carefully weighed 
by the war shipping administra­ 
tion in the use of our merchant 
ships, it’s a difficult and Involved 
Job. 
To transport overseas one arm­ 
ored division with its 3,700 vehicles 
and equipment requires IB Liberty 
ships. 
Once the division Is in action 
and on the move it must have each 
day 1,300,000 pounds of gasoline, 
1.200.000 
pounds of ammunition 
and 70,000 pounds of food. 
Such requirements only could be 
met by a I^iberty ship arriving 
every eight days. And this fol- only 
one armored division. 
Let’s consider the maintenance 
problem in terms of mihlmum re­ 
quirements, There are at least 
1.500.000 men in our expeditionary 
forces, each of whom need at 
least one ton of supplies a month. 
Ships are seldom loaded to lOO 
percent capacity, so that In this 
service of supply about 2.000,000 
tons of shipping must arrive safely 
and unfailingly' in foreign ports 
each month. 
Bu t voyages in convoy are half 
again as long as trips made in 
single ships in time of peace. 


A round-trip In convoy to Eng­ 
land 
requires 
two and 
a half 
months—to India seven months. 
A general average for turn arounds 
on war service Is four months. 
Under these conditions the main­ 
tenance of our armed forces over­ 
seas employs 8,000,000 deadweight 
tons of merchant shipping. 
We are shipping to the North 
Atlantic, the United Kingdom, Rus­ 
sia, 
the 
Caribbean 
ports, 
both 
coasts of Central and South Amer­ 
ica, the North Pacific, the Hawai­ 
ian islands. West. North, South 
and East Africa, Italy, the Red sea, 
the Persian gulf. India and Aue- 
trails—each of these areas 4s in 
reality a major Importer from the 
United States and the traffic is 
growing apace. And distances will 
insvease steadily as we carry the 
war to the enemy. 
The natural inetflciencies of war 
mean that 10 ships now must be in 
service to deliver the 
tonnage 
seven ships could carry in peace­ 
time. 
The estimate of 8,000,000 ton» of 
shipping to service our armed 
forces 
tak es 
into 
consideration 
only the tonnage allotted to mili­ 
tary uso.

We Are Sorry But Th ere Has Been 


No Improvemen t In The Way Th at 


Congress Mistreats Troops

T HAS been common k nowledge for months tn 
every city and hamlet in the United States 
that thousands of men. many of them disabled, 
tre being dismissed from the service with only 
a few dollars in their pock ets and that the ec­ 
onomic situation of the majority of them became 
desnerate almost Immediately. 
This situation still prevails, but what Tm get­ 
ting at is that it was only a few week s ago ajid 
possibly under the inflttence of public outcry that 
numerous members of congress stnddenly com­ 
menced tak ing notice of the matter and saying, 
"My goodness, this is incredible. We must do 
something shout it.” 
’They talk ed as if it had just come to their at­ 
tention, though, mark you. several bills long be­ 
fore had been presented to them providing r« n- 
edles for the relief of veterans after their dis­ 
charge. It was when I heard this I-am-surprleed 
line of guff that I k new the statesmen were mak ­ 
ing ready for the old, old game of cuffing war 
veterans around. 
r suppose it is better than nothing at all, but 
I thing the |300 maximum musterlng-out pay to 
men and women of the service is Just a sop that 
the statesmen hope will quiet them for the time 
being. I also think that it emphasises the im­ 
portance of ray recent advice to veterans to con­ 
solidate t'neir enormous voting strength after 
the war in a manner that will mak e it certain the 
old soldier and sailor finally will get a square 
deal. 


The measure that would have given the dis­ 
charged man his service pay for a year 
was quick ly k nock ed out on the ground ft 
would cost 110.000,000,000, This nation can loan 
out that k ind of money with scant hope of get­ 
ting It back , but ft seems ft fs too much to spend 
on our fighting men. although they would have 
circulated it right here at home. 
Oddly enough. $10,000,000.000 Is the amount 
some think a national lottery would return to 
the treasuiT every year, and I suggested recently 
that the lottery be used to give the veterans pay 
continuance for a year. 
I regret to eay the states­ 
men did not bother to give 
my plan the slighteet 
coo sidération. 
The bill as it now stands provides for a flat 
payment of $100 immediately upon discharge, 
with an additional $200 to be paid In two monthly 
Installments for those serving more than 60 days. 
Those serving less than 60 days would receive 
only the $100. I do not lik e this bill, but. as I sey, 
it is better than nothing. I hope and trust It 
mak es some provision to prevent loan shark s 
from profiting o n It by discounting the jwiyments. 
That is to say. by giving the veterans cash for 
their claims, less a neat interest 


•pHIS fs something that must be guarded against. 
I think a Jail sentence for shark s should be 
incorporated in the bill. Of course, ft fs generally 
understood that the $300 mustering-out pay will 
not be considered an advance against a future 
bonus and that, loo, should be In the bill becanee 
I have no faith in government promises when ft 
comes to war veterans. 
If it is not put down in black and white that 
the musterlng-out pay has nothing to do with a 
bonus, a future generation of civilians will seize 
eagerly upon it as an excuse to combat the 
claims of the old soldiers and sailors, t think 
the servicemen of this war would be glad to ac­ 
cept continuance of pay for a year from discharge 
In lieu of a bonus, and I also think this arrange- 
ment would be less expensive than the $300 
mustering-out pay now and the bonus later.

What, than, should be the stand­ 
ards of judgment by which we de­ 
cide the recognition of govern­ 
ments?

In 
ether words, by whether they give 
good evidence for believing that 
they can deliver the good*.

?HAT goods? The rapacity to 
organise the utmost resist­ 


ance to the enemy, the capacity to 
unite their people' »o that there 
shall not be civil war. the capacity 
to liquidate quickly and In orderly 
and thorough fashion the Quisling 
element* in their territory, the ca­ 
pacity to organize the machinery 
for consulting their people and ob­ 
taining their consent, the capacity 
to make commitment* now which 
their nation* 
will honor about 
those initial settlements with Ger­ 
many which must be decided be­ 
fore the war ends. 
By these sfandards the present 
Italian government is quite unset 
isfactory, and therefore, not later 
than our entry into Rome the Ital 
tan government will have to be re­ 
constituted. 
By these same standards, the 
French committee Is entitled, what­ 
ever the juridical formula, to rec­ 
ognition. 
The Pol Mi government Is un­ 
happily not at present in this posi­ 
tion. and only by reaching an agree­ 
ment with Russia can Poland be 
re-established.

H 
ITLER already I* using the 
deadliest of his secret 
ons, the peace rumor. 
Borne day, perhaps not too many 
month* off, there will come a peace 
story that will be the real thing, 
the news toward which most of the 
world has been looking with long­ 
ing for more than four years. 
But before that day there prob­ 
ably will be score*, even hundreds, 
of reports of peace feelers, offers, 
negotiations which the reading pub­ 
lic must assay. 
Peace rumors 
will provide a 
steady overtone to the news of 
this last phase of the war, at times 
diverting the popular mind from 
the real theme. 
Only patient, honest, enlightened 
statesmanship 
on 
the 
part 
of 
Nations leaders and an Informed, 
intelligent skepticism among their 
people* can prevent this Nazi sec- 
ret weapon from doing their cause 
far more harm than all the rock­ 
et gun*, atomic bombs and other 
fantastic machinery of destruction 
with which Dr. Goebbels feeds the 
fading Nazi hopes. 


Not all the peace stories will be 
made of whole cloth. It is incon­ 
ceivable that Nazi Germany, faced 
by the prospect of catastrophic de­ 
feat. will not try every possible 
avenue of escape. The same la true 
of her satellites. 
It la safe assumption that every 
Axis embassy or legation in the 
few neutral capitals has elaborate 
Instructions not only for spreading 
false peace propaganda but also 
for 
probing for every slightest 
opening for possible discussions of 
means of calling the whole terrible 
adventure off. The accredited dip­ 
lomats will be supplemented by 
a host of less forma] envoys, osten­ 
sible 
journalists, 
businessmen, 
tourists. 
Some hints of these conniving* 
doubtless will become known and 
peace stories with some grain of 
truth be built upon them. 
But far the greater part of the 
peace minors will be of enemy orig­ 
in, calculated to sow discord among 
the United States. Britain and Rus­ 
sia since Germany’s only hope of 
escaping utter disaster lies in the 
possibility of dividing tho three 
great allies.

—Washington In Wartime— 
South America Arms For Peace 


The W ar’s Over For Our Latin Neighbors As Threats Have Been Removed 


By JACK STINNETT 
N the midst of a lot more sensa­ 
tio n a l home-front 
problems, 
it’s difficult to explain just how vi­ 
tal the situation in Central and 
South America is being considered 
here. 
Our 
“good 
neighbor 
policy”, 
built up through years of effort 
and 
expenditures 
running 
into 
the 
near-billion* 
is 
threatened 
with collapse. 
The Bolivian revo­ 
lution was the first defection but 
it may not be the last. 
As a matter of fact, a high Brit­ 
ish official, who asked that his 
name not be used, explained it 
this way in a private conversation 
the other day: 
The Bolivian revolution is just 
the beginning and in a way it’s 
no more thad preview of what’s 
brewing in the United States and 
other Allied Nations. 
In South America, peace has 
come. 
Let me make myself clear. 
A year or more ago, they consider­ 
ed themselves threatened by the 
Nails on the east and the Jape on 
the west. 
Those nations south of 
the Rio Grande that were finan­ 


cially and physically able made 
preparations to resist 
invasion. 
They were alarmed and solidarity 
with neighboring nations and unity 
within seemed their best protection. 
In the last year, and particu­ 
larly since we have mopped up 
North Africa, Sicily and southern 
Italy on one hand; ald eastern 
Ne * Guinea, the Solomon* and the 
Gilbert Islands on the other, the 
war has receded from these shores. 
In Latin America, peace already 
Is Just around the corner and the 
minority groups or those out of 
power see no further necessity for 
delaying action. 
To «ome extent, this same thing 
is manifest in your own nation. 
Every major victory In the war 
brings forth new defections among 
minority groups. 
And I’m sad to 
say the same thing may occur in 
England Just as soon as wo have 
made successful advances toward 
establishing a western front in 
Europe.” 
TO some extent, this view throws 
a new light in the Latin Ameri­ 
can situation, but a none-the-less 


alarming one so far as western 
hemisphere solidarity is concerned. 
In our own nation, winning the 
war still Is uppermost in most 
minds, but once the certainty of 
that victory is Just over the next 
little hill, how are we going to 
feel politically about our leader* 
and 
sacrificial 
participations in 
world reconstruction? 
The answer to that question 
will clarify to some extent what 
has happened and may spread in 
Latin America. 
Washington ob­ 
servers who admit our failure to 
keep Argentinia and Bolivia close­ 
ly welded, are now worried about 
Chile, Peru and Paraguay. 
If the British official I* right 
and 
the 
Bolivian revolution 
la 
merely a prelude to what may 
happen when peace comes, it’s 
time for drastic action now. 
The 
state department already has in­ 
dicated that it feels that way 
abont it, but the Allied Nations 
can’t really move without a solid 
front composed of those western 
hemisphere nations who still are 
united In the idea of world peace 
forever. 
How Our Ships Are Used 
A GLOBAL war dispersed over 
five 
continents 
means 
that 
every factor of weight, distance and 
hazard must be carefully weighed 
by the war Bopping administra­ 
tion in the use of our merchant 
ships, it’s a difficult and Involved 
job. 
To transport overseas one arm­ 
ored division with its 3,700 vehicles 
and equipment requires IS Liberty 
ships. 
Once the division Is in action 
and on the move it must have each 
day 1,300,000 pounds of gasoline, 
1.200.000 
pounds 
of ammunition 
and 70,000 pounds of food. 
Such requirements only could be 
met by a Liberty ship arriving 
every eight days. And this tof only 
one armored division. 
Let’s consider the maintenance 
problem in terms of minimum re­ 
quirements, There are at least 
1.500.000 men In our expeditionary 
forces, each of whom need at 
least one ton of supplies a month.

BUT voyages in convoy are half 
again as long as trips made in 
single ships in time of peace. 


A round-trip in convoy to Eng­ 
land 
requires 
two and a half 
months—to India seven months. 
A general average for turn-arounds 
on war service is four months. 
Under these conditions the main­ 
tenance of our armed forces over­ 
seas employs 8,000,000 deadweight 
tons of merchant shipping. 
We are shipping to the North 
Atlantic, the United Kingdom, Rus­ 
sia, 
the 
Caribbean 
ports, 
both 
coasts of Central and South Amer­ 
ica, the North Pacific, the Hawai­ 
ian islands, West, North, South 
and East Africa, Italy, the Red sea, 
the Persian gulf. India and Aus­ 
tralia—each of these areas is in 
reality a major importer from the 
United States and the traffic Is 
growing apace. And distances will 
Inmease steadily as we carry the 
war to the enemy. 
The natural inefficiencies of war 
mean that IO ships now must be in 
service to deliver the 
tonnage 
seven ships could carry in peace­ 
time.

HE estimate of 8,000.000 tone of 
shipping to service our armed

No Improvement In The Way That 


Congress Mistreats Troops 


By DAMON RUNYON ~ 


IT HAS been common knowledge for months ta 
every city and hamlet in the United States 
that thousands of men, many of them disabled, 
are being dismissed from the service with only 
a few dollars in their pockets and that the ec­ 
onomic situation of the majority of them became 
desperate almost Immediately. 
This situation still prevails, but what I’m get­ 
ting at la that it was only a few weeks ago and 
possibly under the influence of public outcry that 
numerous members of congress soddenly com­ 
menced taking notice of the matter and saying, 
"My goodness, this is Incredible. We must do 
something about it.” 
They talked ag lf It had Just come to their at­ 
tention, though, mark you, several bill* long be­ 
fore had been presented to them providing rem­ 
edies for the relief of veterans after their dis­ 
charge. It was when I beard this I-am-surprleed 
line of guff that I knew the statesmen were mak­ 
ing ready tor the old, old game of cuffing war 
veterans around. 
I suppose it is better than nothing at all, but 
I thing the 8300 maximum musterlng-out pay to 
men and women of the service la just a top that 
the statesmen hope will quiet them for the time 
being. I also think that it emphasises the Im­ 
portance of my recent advice to veterans to con­ 
solidate their enormous voting strength after 
the war in a manner that will make it certain tbe 
old soldier and sailor finally will get a square 
deal. 
THE measure that would have given the dis­ 
charged man his service pay for a year 
wa* quickly knocked out on tbe ground it 
would cost $10,000,000,000. This nation can loan 
out that kind of money with scant hope of get­ 
ting It back, but it seems it Is too much to spend 
on our fighting men. although they would have 
circulated It right here at home. 
Oddly enough, $10,000,000,000 Is tbe amount 
some think a national lottery would return to 
the treasury every year, and I suggested recently 
that the lottery be used to give the veterans pay 
continuance for a year. I regret to say the states­ 
men did not bother to give my plan the slightest 
consideration. 
The bill as it now stands provides tor a flat 
payment of $100 immediately upon diacbarge, 
with an additional $200 to be paid in two monthly 
Installments for those serving more then 60 days. 
Those serving less than 60 days would receive 
only the HOO. I do not like this bill, but, as I say, 
it is better than nothing. I hope and trust it 
makes some provision to prevent loan sharks 
from profiting on It by discounting the payments. 
That Is to say, by giving the veteran# cash for 
their claims, less a neat interest. 


qpHIS is something that must be guarded against. 
I think a Jail sentence for sharks should he 
Incorporated in the bill. Of course, it is generally 
understood that the $300 musterlng-out pay will 
not be considered an advance against a future 
bonus and that. too. should be In the bill because 
I have no faith in government promises when It 
comes to war veterans. 
If it Is not put down In black and white that 
the musterlng-out pay has nothing to do with a 
bonus, a future generation of civilian* will seise 
eagerly upon it as an excuse to oombat the 
claims of the old soldiers and sailors, f think 
the servicemen of this war would be glad to ac­ 
cept continuance of pay for a year Dom discharge 
in lieu of a bonos, and I also think this arrange­ 
ment would be less expensive than the $300 
musterlng-out pay now and the bonus later.

But their friendliness was amaz­ 
ing.

Th^y dried my clothes 
and we talk ed of the war—halt­ 
ingly because of language difficul­ 
ties. The woman said one thing 
about the raids: “We never will 
cap itulate.” 
Later, two sergeants came from 
a nearby searchlight battery and 
took me to their hut. I slep t In one 
of their beds while they tried to 
dry my clothes some more. 
During the afternoon, I was tak en 
in a truck to a camp near Berlin 
with other members of our crew 
who had been p ick ed up and sur­ 
viving crewmen of other crashed 
p lanes. 
Some time later, during another 
transfer. I escap ed. But the de­

travels, and my p resent location, 
must remain secret until I have 
reached a safer p oint of disp atch. 
For the moment. It is Imp ossible 
to leave my p resent hiding p lace, 
but It Is relatively safe; at least 
I can get some food, some warmth 
and some rest, which are the only 
essentials. 
In comp lete fairness. I must say

since my unex p ected

So was, from what I saw, every 
one of the airmen still alive who 
that same night had only a one­ 
way tick et to Berlin.

here of aerial destruction inside 
Germany must await a safer date­ 
line.

Grove, York county. 
The warrants, sworn out by the 
Harrisburg district OPA office be­ 
fore United States Commissioner 
W. S. Middleton, charged those 
named with Illegally acquiring or 
selling ration coup ons. 
The OPA in Washington termed 
“greatly ex aggerated” rep orts that 
circulation of the coup ons had 
caused serious shortages of fuel 
and gasoline on the east coast. 
It p ointed out that the area’s 
daily quota of gasoline, for ex am­ 
p le, Is 
15.624,000 gallons, more 
than three times the value of the 
stolen motor fuel coup ons.

“Enemy fighter climbing toward 
us from starboard!” our gunner 
shouted through the intercommun­ 
ication phone. 
We 
watched 
the 
interceptor 
plane clearly in what seemed al­ 
most daylight as he swung up to­ 
wards us. 
Our pilot swung the 
heavily 
laden bomber one way and another 
in violent evasive maneuvers. But 
in such a tight-packed stream of 
bombers, a night fighter hardly 
could miss. 
I 
watched 
several 
clattering 
bursts of fire which spitted past 
us like aerial torpedoes and seem 
ed to strike other bombers. 
Disaster came to us with terrify 
lng suddenness. 
The world seemed to burst into 
an inferno of flame. Our plane 
shuddered and rocked violently. 
Cannon shells had ripped into the 
starboard wing and both engines 
exploded into a furious fire. 
But to the panic and chaos the 
pilot’s controlled voice “feather 
(cut 
off) 
starboard 
engines 
brought momentary saneness. 
The engineer switched off the 
motors. 
But it was hopeless: The fire 
had flashed to the wing fuel tanks 
and flames enveloped us. 
Dozens of searchlights coned us 
with blinding brilliance. 
* 
"Okay, boys, bail out, sorry!” 
the pilot called — the grimmest 
words imaginable. 
We buckled our parachutes as 
he struggled to keep the plane on 
an even keel. 
"Hurry, boys, can’t hold it much 
longer,” the pilot urged with cool 
restraint. 
‘Sheer Panic And Fright' 
We followed each other into the 
bombardier’s compartment, stum­ 
bling 
and 
fumbling 
our 
way 
through the passage, tearing off 
our oxygen masks, then dropping 
and spilling out Into the rush of 
ice cold air. 
I’m not a good soldier. For me, 
it was sheer panic and fright such 
as I never before had experienced. 
I dove out clumsily. I pulled the 
ripcord of my parachute almost 
immediately, which is the wrong 
thing to do at a four-mile altitude. 
Flak 
spangled 
the 
darkness 
around me. My ears rang with the 
concussion of explosions, my lungs 
ached for oxygen and my head 
whirred with the wildness of a 
mad nightmare. 
Beneath me, the fires spread 


larger and larger; I was certain I 
was going to drop right into one of 
them. 
Another 
burning plane 
swept 
past below, so close there was a 
momentary rush of hot wind across 
my ankles. 
*A nearby shell burst rocked the 
parachute and for a moment I 
thought it had been pierced. 
In the space of a few short 
gasps of breath, I counted three 
bombers 
careening like flaming 
meteors toward the ground. 
A wild panorama of battle and 
death, 
a 
crazed 
symphony 
of 
bombs, planes and guns—it was 
fantastic. 
A tumultuous jigsaw of color and 
sound, consuming fear and be­ 
wilderment and wonder—it was an 
experience defying description. 
‘Here’s Your Story . . . I' 
I remember shouting to myself, 
“You wanted a big story, well here 
it is!” 
The musette bag strapped to 
me was twisted around my throat 
and with frozen fingers I couldn’t 
move it. So I couldn’t look down 
ward easily. 
Suddenly, however, I noticed 
glint of light reflected on water 
off to the side. I realized I was 
dropping into a river or lake. 
I tugged frantically at the para­ 
chute to veer off toward land, 
but I was too cold. It had been 
40 below at the height from which 
I had jumped. 
Then, suddenly, I hit, smashing 
through thick reeds and sinking 
waist-deep into mud and chest- 
deep into water. 
I released the tangled chute, in 
flated my lifebelt and then tried 
to struggle out of the mud, clutch 
ing at the reeds for support. 
But the mud was too thick, my 
trenchcoat too heavy and my body 
too frozen to respond to mental 
commands. 
What happened during the next 
few hours is not exactly clear, 
believe I was temporarily out of 
my head for I shouted to myself 
to move and couldn’t. 
“Your wife and baby are wait­ 
ing!” I tried to shout to myself 
“Fight! Get out of this!” (Ben 
nett’s wife, Mrs. Elisabeth Bennett 
and 
their 2-year-old 
son, Alan, 
have been living in South Orange, 
N. J. with Bennett’s parents.) 
Taken To Village 
But it was impossible. My arms 
and 
legs 
were 
freeing. 
What 
seemed like* an eternity later, two 
men came out of nowhere in a 
rowboat, pushed their way through 
the reeds with a pole, and pulled 
me -out. 
They dragged me into the boat. 
I fell flat on my face. My legs 
and arms were numb and useless. 
Ashore, they carried me to a cot­ 
tage, rubbed my legs and arms 
back to life, and gave me coffee, 
bread, and cigarets. 
Towards morning, when I re­ 
turned to semi-normality, I learned 
I was in a village on the outskirts 
of Berlin. 
A woman neighbor who spoke 
some English came to see me. 
She brought a blanket and while 


she knitted the sock I had torn 
when I was getting on the plane, 
she told me about her home in 
Berlin. 
Her husband was on the Rus­ 
sian front She had been evacu­ 
ated from the capital with her 
child. 
She knitted my sock and wrapped 
me in a blanket 
One of the two men who saved 
me was a German army corporal 
on leave; the other was a lumber 
m erchant Both appeared friendly 
and curious. 
I had expected to be lynched 
because I figured I would repre­ 
sent to them the means by which 
their city was being destroyed; 
Friendliness Proves Amating 
But their friendliness was amaz­ 
ing. They fed me and stoked up 
the fire. Th4y dried my clothes 
and we talked of the war—halt 
ingly because of language difficul 
ties. The woman said one thing 
about the raids: “We never will 
capitulate.” 
Later, two sergeants came from 
a nearby searchlight battery and 
took me to their hut. I slept in one 
of their beds while they tried to 
dry my clothes some more. 
During the afternoon, I was taken 
in a truck to a camp near Berlin 
with other members of our crew 
who had been picked up and sur­ 
viving crewmen of other crashed 
planes. 
Some time later, during another 
transfer, I escaped. But the de­ 
tails 
of 
that, 
my 
subsequent 
travels, and my present location, 
must remain secret until I have 
reached a safer point of dispatch. 
For the moment, it is impossible 
to leave my present hiding place, 
but it is relatively safe; at least 
I can get some food, some warmth 
and some rest, which are the only 
essentials. 
In complete fairness, I must say 
that since my unexpected 
and 
surely unwelcome arrival in Ger­ 
many until the time I escaped, I 
was treated in a courteous manner 
I wouldn’t have believed possible. 
So was, from what I saw, every 
one of the airmen still alive who 
that same night had only a one­ 
way ticket to Berlin. 
Their stories, some of them fan­ 
tastic beyond belief, stories of es­ 
cape 
from 
burning, 
exploding 
bombers and the bigger story from 
here of aerial destruction inside 
Germany must await a safer date­ 
line. 
And perhaps until the end of the 
war we must await the final and 
complete truth of what’s happen 
ing here.

HARRISBURG, Jan. 26 — War­ 
rants were Issued late Tuesday 
for the arrest of seven central 
Pennsylvania men in an investiga­ 
tion of what the OPA described 
as a theft of ration coupons worth 
20,000.000* gallons of gasoline and 
fuel oil. 
The OPA said the coupons got 
into circulation when a shredding 
machine of the Penn Paper & Stock 
Co., a Washington salvage firm, 
failed to destroy them and they 
were shipped as wastepaper to the 
Glatfelter Paper Co., of Spring 
Grove, York county. 
The warrants, sworn out by the 
Harrisburg district OPA office be­ 
fore United States Commissioner 
W. 8. Middleton, charged those 
named with illegally acquiring or 
selling ration coupons. 
’ 
The OPA in Washington termed 
“greatly exaggerated” reports that 
circulation of the coupons had 
caused serious shortages of fuel 
and gasoline on the east coast 
It pointed out that the area’s 
daily quota of gasoline, for exam 
pie, is 15,624,000 gallons, more 
than three times the value of the 
stolen motor fuel coupons.

The 
etopiMge started orginally y ester­ 
day morning in the machine shop 
and steel plate department, spread­ 
ing to the rest of the plant and 
leaving 300 workers idle today . 
There waa no picketing. 
Negotiations between plant and 
union officials were to resume to­ 
day , while a representative of the 
Cleveland office of the conciliation 
service was to send a representa­ 
tive. The union already has a case 
before the war labor board but "we 
can expect no consideration.” Mr. 
Mullen said, "as long as this stop­ 
page continues.”

But let's 
turn the discussion over to some 
one who knows the whys and w hat­ 
nots of the golf b all situation as 
it shapes up for the 1944 cam­ 
paign. 
The rub b er 
firm official 
says: 
"The complete disregard which 
some golfers have displayed to­ 
ward w arnings issued b y manu­ 
facturers, golf professionals and 
club officials regarding the golf 
b all scarcity, places 
this game, 
which reached its peak In 1941, 
In a position of practical extinc­ 
tion until after the war. 
"These 
warnings 
issued 
last 
fall asking that ail old golf b alls 
b e turned In to b e reprocessed, 
have in the main gone unheeded, 
according to John Sproul, m ana­ 
ger of the golf b all departm ent of 
United States Rub b er Co. 
"Statistics, which will show the 
seriousness of the eituation this 
, year, may b e found In the follow­ 
ing: During 1941 there w ere ap­ 
proximately 2,000,000 dozen new 
golf b alls sold through all outlets. 
In 1943 no new golf b alls were 
m anufactured b y anyone and the 
q uantity of reprocessed golf b alls 
availab le from all sources am ount­ 
ed to only 25% of the new ones 
gold during 1941. This 
year the 
num b er of golf b alls sent In for 
reprocessing has b een, to say the 
least, negligib le to a point where 
those actually availab le will b e 
far less than the 1943 figure un­ 
less full cooperation is ob tained 
from every golfer. 
"F urther facts are these: There 
are no golf b alls, either new 
or 
reprocessed, 
b eing held 
b ack b y 
any m ajor m anufacturer. Indica­ 
tions point to the fact that no golf 
b alls will he made from either 
natural or synthetic rub b er this 
year. Golf professionals, club of­ 
ficials and players are urgently re­ 
q uesting inform ation from all sec- 
tions of the country as to where 
they can ob tain a supply of golf 
halls to sta rt the 1944 season. 
"The answ er to this and to the 
entire survival of the game, rests 
w ith the players. Those sufficient­ 
ly interested In the game will col­ 
lect every availab le 
b all every- 
wdiere and send It In for reprocess­

'H E calendar doesn’t give the 
golf bugs here In the district 
any urge to get out on the fair­ 
ways, but It would be a good idea 
for them to start checking on their 
supply of balls for the coming 
season. 
And lf they haven’t already done 
so, maybe It’s too late lf we can 
accept the judgm ent of a reliable 
rubber company. 
Remember, 
you 
golfers, 
you 
were warned a year ago to begin 
conserving those precious pellets 
during the 1943 season. But let s 
turn the discussion over to some 
one who knows the whys and w hat­ 
nots of the golf ball situation as 
it shapes up for the 1944 cam­ 
paign. The 
rubber 
firm official 
says: 
“The complete disregard which 
some golfers have displayed to­ 
ward w arnings issued by manu­ 
facturers, golf professionals and 
club officials regarding the golf 
ball scarcity, places 
this game, 
which reached its peak in 1941, 
in a position of practical extinc­ 
tion until after the war. 
"These 
w arnings 
issued 
last 
tell asking th at all old golf balls 
be turned in to be reprocessed, 
have in the main gone unheeded, 
according to John Sproul, mana­ 
ger of the golf ball departm ent of 
United States R ubber Co. 
“Statistics, which will show the 
seriousness of the situation this 
. year, may be found in the follow­ 
ing: During 1941 there w ere ap­ 
proximately 2,000,000 dozen new 
golf balls sold through all outlets. 
In 1943 no new golf balls were 
m anufactured by anyone and the 
quantity of reprocessed golf balls 
available from all sources amount­ 
ed to only 25% of the new ones 
sold during 1941. This year the 
num ber of golf balls sent in for 
reprocessing has been, to say the 
least, negligible to a point where 
those actually available will be 
far less than the 1943 figure un­ 
less full cooperation is obtained 
from every golfer. 
“F urther facts are these: There 
are no golf balls, either new or 
reprocessed, being held back by 
any m ajor m anufacturer. Indica­ 
tions point to the fact th at no golf 
balls will be m ade from either 
natural o r synthetic rubber this 
year. Golf professionals, club of­ 
ficials and players are urgently re­ 
questing inform ation from all sec­ 
tions of th e country as to where 
they can obtain a supply of golf 
balls to s ta rt the 1944 season. 
“The answ er to this and to the 
enure survival of the game, rests 
w ith the players. Those sufficient­ 
ly interested in the game will col­ 
lect every available ball every­ 
w here and send it in for reprocess­ 
ing o r else face a no-game edict.” 
To which we add: It’s going to 
be a tough row to hoe for most 
golfers when warm w eather rolls 
around.

“lf the United States is going to 
help win this war with her gold 
and her blood, then she is going to 
have her say at the peace table,’’ 
Mayor Jam es G. Stewart of Cincin­ 
nati told a group of about 125 per­ 
sons at a joint luncheon-meeting 
of the Rotary, Kiwanis and Lions 
clubs Tuesday at the Travelers 
hotel. 
Mayor Stewart, 
an 
announced 
candidate for the Republican nom­ 
ination for governor at the May 9 
primary, warned his audience th at 
“America cannot be complacent” 
when it comes to making the peace 
term s 
between 
the 
victorious 
United Nations and the conquered 
Axis countries at the end of the 
war. 
Personally Responsible 
“Each of us has a personal res­ 
ponsibility,” the Cincinnati chief 
executive declared. “In Germany 
the government belongs to Hitler 
but in America the government be­ 
longs to the people. We want a 
peace that will be enduring.” 
At the beginning of his talk, Mr. 
Stew art outlined briefly the steps 
being taken in his home city for 
post-war work, to guard against un 
employment when thousands 
of 
men will be returned to civilian 
life. He asserted that the city at 
present is financially able to make 
$11,000,000 worth of improvements 
without “Beking the taxpayers for 
one cent.” 
He urged th at people refrain 
from spending now, to put their 
savings into W ar Bonds and se­ 
curities so that after the war ends 
they will have money to buy homes, 
automobiles, furniture and other 
articles which are not available at 
present. 
Turning 
his 
attention 
to the 
battlefront, 
Mayor 
Stew art 
de­ 
clared th at the United States must 
not be aatisfled until “the enemy 
is beaten and beaten thoroughly.”

"W e won’t quit until our flag 
filet over Berlin and until the city 
of Tokyo h a t been literally rased,” 
he asserted. "W e have the bully 
to thresh and it m ust be done 
thoroughly this time.” 
Recalling W ashington's warning 
against “foreign 
entanglem ents”, 
Mayor Stew art said that America 
no longer can consider itself safe 
from Europe's troubles. 
“Europe used to be a long ways 
off.” the speaker declared. “The 
trip In W ashington’s days required 
months, but today, with our air­ 
planes, It is a m atter of only a 
few hours. 
Europe will 
always 
have its w ars and we are going to 
be in them .”
